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WOODEN NICKEL ISSUED BY QUEBEC CITY BED AND BREAKFAST HOME by Jerry “Remick: 


A wooden nickel announcing Jennifer's Bed and Breakfast home situated at 1293 Route 
de l'Eglise, Ste. Foy, Quebec Canada G1W 3P3 (Phone-418-654-0774) was issued this 
Spring to announce this new Bed and Breakfast home on the outskirts of Quebec City. 
Unfortunately there was an error in the telephone number on the first printing of 
these woods so a second printing with the correct telephone number was done. Both 
woods were printed by Jim Deluney of Angus, Ontario using his hot-stamped process 
with its bright colors. 


One side of the wood shows a beaver building a dam. The error wood is printed with 
bright blue foil. The correct version was printed using bright green foil. The 
name, address, and telephone number of Jennifer's Bed and Breakfast appears on the 
reverse side. 


The pair of woods (one with the wrong telephone number and one with the correct one) 
are available at $1.50 postpaid for U. S. residents and $1.00 plus SASE to Canadian 
addresses.

The wooden nickel 
is printed in black. The Shop formerly was the forerunner of today's drug store 
and has opereated since 1792. Many pharmacy bottles and other items from the 19th 
century are on display.

Commemorative Wooden Money Issued for 
125th Anniversary of Memorial Day, 
May 30, 1991, at Waterloo, New York 


The idea for a "community wide" remembrance or memorial day for 
men who died during the Civil War was first proposed by Henry C. 
Welles, druggist and book seller of Waterloo, New York in 1865. He 
presented the idea to his village council and members of the business 


community but did not achieve his goal that spring. 


The next spring with the assistance of General John B. Murray, 
a Civil War hero and man of action, Welles again proposed the idea to 
the village council that May 5th be set aside for a day to remember 


the dead as well as the men who survived the great war. 


This time the council approved, and the day was observed in a 
solemn and patriotic manner. "On May 5, 1866, the citizens of 
Waterloo, with stores closed, flags flying at half-mast draped in 
mourning, with wreath and cross and martial music, marched to the 
village cemeteries to eulogize the fallen heroes of the Civil War and 
lay floral offering on their graves" states the official proclamation 


by then Governor Nelson Rockefeller upon the 100th anniversary of the

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day. Thus, the first community wide such observance was held; there 
had been other similar observances held in many parts of the country, 
but none on a total, community wide basis. It was two years later that 
General John A. Logan, founder of the G.A.R., issued his famous Order 


Number 11 which formally proclaimed Memorial Day. 


A proclamation by President Lyndon B. Johnson officially 
designated Waterloo as the birthplace of Memorial Day was presented on 


May 30, 1965, as the beginning of the centennial observance. 


This year marks the 125th anniversary of the first Memorial Day. 
The USPS marked the event with the issuance of the "Parade of Flags" 


stamp, depicting three American Flags proudly fluttering in a breeze. 


The design for the wooden money piece is taken directly from 
Henry Wells own "calling card," a brass piece about the size of a dime 
on which was stamped "Henry C. Welles - Waterloo, N.Y. - Druggist & 
Book Seller" while the other side carried "Business Card - 1866"; 
Similar pieces exist for other years for Mr. Welles. The wooden piece 
carries the Welles inscription on the front and the "Birthplace of 
Memorial Day" logo on the reverse. The piece was produced by Heart of 
the Lakes Publishing, a publisher of historical and regional books for 


upstate New York.
